the Building Coordinator, the prob- 

lem of room darkening has not 
been solved nor does it seem to be in 
the process of being solved. This is 
the story of one system that is trying 
to overcome the problem. 

Like many of California’s rapidly 
expanding school districts, San Ber- 
nardino came out of World War II 
with a need for more and more ciass- 
rooms. With this need, there came a 
change in architecture. The “School 
of the Depression” was changed. Pan- 
eled windows, heaters, and 
bolted desks were obsolete. In their 
place arose well-lighted, well-venti 
lated classrooms. Individual desk 
chairs and tables replaced the regi 
mented desks so mindful of the mili 
tary. Light source was bilateral instead 
of unilateral. Glass was the theme 
“let there be light.” The more glass 
surrounding the classroom — the better 
the light to read by, the more cheerful 
the disposition of those working with- 
in, and the more attractive the build 
ing. All splendid ideas, but where did 
it leave the audio-visual program?

In the early '20’s, when 35mm film 


was used once a week, the room dark 
ening problem was not so acute. To- 
day more teachers use audio-visual 
materials than the total numbers of 
pupils that participated in the 1920's 
San Bernardino is no exception. The 
program is increasing even more be 
cause of State credential requirements 

With the problem of light control 
in the classroom there arises the prob 
lem of room ventilation. Unfortu- 
nately, some types of light control shut 
off all or a large portion of ventilation 

The ideal situation would be one r« 
quiring no darkening of the classroom 
Ihe windows could be open and each 
pupil within the classroom would be 
able to see from his seat any projected 
materials without the loss of bright- 
ness, Clarity, or distortion. As yet, 
there is no screen or projector combi 
nation that can do all this. 

Upon formation of a committee 
to study the problem, it was apparent 
that the best and most efficient method 
would be to observe other school sys 
tems which were known to have re 
launched

Our administration vetoed “special” 
audio-visual rooms after consulting the 
Bureau of Audio-Visual Education in 
Sacramento because it was found that 
‘special” rooms are too costly, 
that continuous traffic through build- 
ings is distracting to other classes, and 
that equipping all classrooms with 
some type of light control could mean 
a saving up to 600% in capital outlay. 
And most important, equipping all 
a school provides

better instruction. 

The committee 
findings and recommended two types 


summarized their 
of room darkening. One type is a 
plastic vinyl curtain which glides on 
transverse tracks. It has met all State 
requirements. It is reasonable in cost 
and several colors may be chosen to 
blend with the color scheme of the in- 
dividual building or room. 

Another highly recommended meth- 
od of room darkening is a boxed “ve 
netian-blind” (flexalum). It allows 
good ventilation and is attractive. The 
degree of light contro] may be varied. 
Enough light may enter a room to per 
mit students to take notes, as with the 
filmstrip, or it allows the use of the 
opaque projector where total darkness 
is required.

chased earlier to act as a stop-gap un 
til better studies of light control could

These curtains were effec 
tive. However, they had to be trans 
ported, elevated and

and a nuisance. They did, however, 
provide each teacher with equal oppor 
tunities to make better use of audio 
visual materials. 

Our solution is not the ideal solu 
tion to the room darkening problem 
It does meet the present needs of light 
control in San Bernardino. The an 
swer really lies with the architects, 
scientists, equipment designers and re 
search authorities who are planning 
the Schools of Tomorrow.

chools for a Stron 


The week of November 11 through 17 is a week 
lor pointing. For seven days American educators and 
taxpayers will point with pride to their public schools. 
It is American Education Week, sponsored by the 
National Education Association, the American Legion, 
the National Congress of Parents and Teachers, and 
the U. S. Office of Education. It is a week when every 
one is espec ially urged to visit his schools and see tot 
himself the kind of schools and educational program 
he has built and maintains. 


Ihe slogan for American Education Week, 1956, 
points out the kind of schools that hopefully will be 
found by those who visit them—‘Schools for a Strong 
\merica.”” The only kind of schools that will make tor 
“a strong America” are strong schools—schools with 
a strong instructional program. Now, right here is 
where we make a strong audio-visual editorial point: 


If a school is to have a strong instructional program 
it must have a strong audio-visual program. 


To substantiate this point of view, you can do this 
best by looking to the very meaning of the word 
“strong.” Let’s do that in dictionary terms 


Strong means “having great physical power to act; 
vigorous; robust.”” An instructional program will be 
strong when audio-visual power is provided. It will 
be forceful, energetic, hale and hearty when pictures 


and sounds give meaning to words. 


Strong means “having great resources, as of wealth, 
numbers, etc.” An instructional program will be 
strong when enough audio-visual resources are pro 
vided. Not just a single projector and an occasional 
film, but enough audio-visual resources so that all 
teachers may use them whenever they are needed. 


Strong means “effective or efficient.” An instruc 
tional program will be most effective and most effi 
cient when audio-visual methods are intelligently 
used. Research and experience have long ago proved 
this. 


Strong means “forceful; cogent.’”” What more force 
ful way to teach is there than to let people see and 
hear and learn for themselves? How can instruction 
be more compelling and convincing than when audio 
visual resources are wisely used? 

Strong means “‘not mild, weak, or the like.” Visit 
your schools. Go into the classrooms and see fot 
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America 


yourself. There is nothing mild, weak, or the like about 
modern instruction when information comes through 
There’s nothing mild, 
weak, or the like about the discussions that grow 


audio-visual presentations. 


from information presented so meaningfully. 


Strong means “solid; not easily injured; not easily 
subdued or taken.” It means “ardent, zealous.” It 
means “firm, well-established.” Take any of these 
meanings and they tell the kind of instructional pro 
gram we want, and the kind we will get when audio 
visual materials are used. Use any of the synonyms 
for the word “‘strong’—firm, sound, lusty, sinewy, 
stout, robust, sturdy, stalwart—and it describes the 
kind of America we want. 


It will take strong schools and a strong instructional 
program to make a strong America, for there is an 
inevitable relationship between what we as a people 
know and think and believe and what we are as a 
nation. We can strengthen that instructional program 
beyond the limits so far achieved by making greater 
ind better use of the means we have. A strong audio- 
visual program will make for a strong instructional

The Seattle Public Schools 


have been fortunate in hitting on

N 1950, circulation of films, records 
and other audio-visual materials in 
the Seattle Public Schools totalled 
about 17,500. By 1954-55, the volume 
had jumped to 38,000. As this is writ 
ten, volume is up an additional 15 to 
20 per cent above last year’s figures 
Along with increased usage, of 
course, has come expansion of facili 
ties and available materials. All 105 
of the schools, for example, are now 
equipped for projection of 16mm 
sound films.

coming more and more a part of daily 
classroom routines. Correspondingly, 
the audio-visual headquarters at the 
Seattle Public School’s Administration 
Center has expanded to where it now 
offers some 2,000 16mm sound films, 
about 1,500 filmstrips, and correspond 
ing files of other materials. 

Educationally, they are proud of 
their library and the use made of the 
materials. 

Administratively, they are corre- 
spondingly proud of the fact that they 


are handling the distribution of ma-

The teacher removes one copy 
from the original set for her own rev 
ords and forwards the other two parts 
to the Audio-Visual Department 
through her school coordinator

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Incoming requests for audio-visual mate- 
rials are booked on control cards housed 
in this Magne-File unit. 


not to be ordered further than. six 
weeks in advance. During the early 
stages of the audio-visual program it 
had become a practice for some teach 
ers to set schedules for materials for a 
full semester This seemed to be un 
fair both to other teachers and to the 
students. It is believed that no teacher 
can predict the educational progress of 
a class a full five months in advance 
Limiting the requests to six weeks 
helps to coordinate audio-visual activi 
ties better with the rest of the educa 
tional program. 

The forms can either be mailed to 
the Administrative Center or for 
warded via the School System's deliv 
ery truck, which makes rounds to 
elementary schools weekly and to sec 
ondary schools bi-weekly At head 
quarters, all requests are time-stamped 
on receipt, establishing a basis for pri 
ority in the event of duplication. 

As a rule, all requests are booked 
and scheduling paperwork is com 
pleted on the same day they are re 
ceived. One clerk, working at a master 
Magne-File index, handles the details 
of all audio-visual bookings for the 
school system. 

The Magne-Dex is a high speed 
adaptation of a tub file. The index 
cards in this system have thin mag 
netic strips between layers of paper. 
As the clerk sifts through the records, 
the magnets automatically 
the cards for quick visual reference. 

\ separate card is set up for each 


separate 


film or other piece of material avail 
able. On each side of the card is a 
calendar for a full school year. This 
enables booking for two years with a 
single card. 

Working with the teachers’ order 
forms, the booking clerk selects the 
control cards for the requested films 
and checks to see if the item is avail- 


able for the requested ite If it is, 
she enters the name of the school on 
the control card to indicate it is taken 
for the requested period and notes the 
scheduled delivery date in a_ blank 
column of the request form. If the 
requested date is already taken, the 
clerk schedules the material for the 
teacher as close as she can and notes 
the assigned date With this rapid 
reference system, it 1s not at all difh 
cult for the clerk to scl lule several 
hundred request items a day and still 
have time left for other duties 

After booking dates have been en 
tered, the remaining carbon copy ‘of 
the teacher's request goes to a statis 
tical control file and the original is 


sent to a typist who sets up the paper 


All paperwork needed to send an item to 
the school, control its return, and ac- 
knowledge the teacher's order is created 
in a matter of seconds with the typing of 
four short lines on a Kant-Slip continuous 
form.

[his typing station uses an IBM 
electric machine equipped with a Reg 
istrator Platen for handling Standard

It is for his information and use in 
planning the classroom program. 

On delivery day the first and second 
copies are withdrawn from the file. 
The gummed copy goes on the item 
being delivered to the schools and the 
second copy is returned to the file 
according to the due back date. All 
returned items are checked against the 
office copy. It provides an easy and ac- 
curate method of checking any _pos- 
sible loss or shortage. The office copy 
is then filed for future reference as it 
provides much statistical information 
at the end of the year. 

\s with the booking job, this typing 
operation has been set up on a high 
production basis which enables the 
operator to handle the current volume 
of 5,000 requests a month on a part- 
time basis. 


Typed forms are kept in follow-up files 
and pulled on proper dates to control 
distribution of materials.

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already formed and by assisting in the 
founding of new committees where 
none existed. The committees were 
strengthened by making available to 
them on long term loan projectors, 
screens, transformers and films. Film 
committees were established by Ameri- 
can information officers who met with 
German community leaders and told 
them of the facilities available to them 
if they would voluntarily form them- 
selves into an operating committee for 
their own community. All organiza- 
tions, church groups and government 
education offices had representatives on 
the committees and all could use the 
facilities working through a_ business 
manager of their own selection. How- 
ever, it was necessary to alter, to a cer 
tain extent, the nature of the film pro- 
gram when it appeared that the day of 
Germany's becoming a sovereign na- 
tion was not too far off. Therefore, 
there was a shift in the type of films to 
be used. The new films were designed 
to help improve relationships between 
Germany and the Western democracies. 
While history alone will finally show 
the ultimate effectiveness of this pro- 
gram, the immediate results produced 
were so favorable that films were given 
a high priority for information work 
in Germany. 


Committees at Work 

Today there are some 490 voluntary 
committees in the German Federal Re- 
public. Through their efforts some 
1,000 non-theatrical film programs are 
shown every day. Approximately two 
million groups, 
adult education classes, youth groups, 
labor meetings and in schools see 
USIS films every month. Some 6,000 
German leaders are using some 1250 
l6mm_ projectors to show some 650 
titles that have been either produced 
in Germany or non-German films that 
have been synchronized in the German 
language. In addition to the intrinsic 
worth of the films, the film committee

system has had a very positive effect 
toward improving understanding of 
local democratic action. It was a new 
experience in any given community to 
see a youth leader, a school principal, 
a mayor, a Protestant clergyman, a 
Catholic priest, a labor union worker 
and a businessman sit down and dis- 
cuss the possibilities of using films to 
help their community as a whole and 
their own group in particular. This 
idea of non-political community lead- 
ers sitting down together to discuss a 
common interest was an encouraging 
example of applied democracy and in 
some communities represented the first 
time that citizens of such different call- 
ing gathered around a common table. 
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This overall picture of film work in 
Germany might be better considered 
in terms of the operation in Bremen, 
just one of the seven USIS public af 
fairs field centers in Germany, and its 
program of information through visual 
aids. 


Operation Bremen 


Bremen has a relatively modest op- 
eration compared to some of the other 
public affairs centers in Germany. Its 
films and other visual aids are used 
by 50 county film committees and spe- 
Ninety 16mm

and its film library contains 3600 copies 
of films. Every month about 900 films

It is not hard to envision, therefore, 
the reason for the impressive figures 
that show the effectiveness of the film 
program. 


Too Much “Kino” 


One of the continuing problems that 
has been noticed in connection with the 
use of films by German users is the 
tendency to make “Kino.” The under- 
standing of the word “Kino” in the 
German film program is an attempt to 
entertain with a variety of unrelated 
documentary, educational or cultural 
films without any effort being made to 
discuss or tie in the films to the inter- 
est of the group. 

For example, often the record of a 
film showing would list the following 
films:

One of the first things a films officer 
is taught is the value of a documentary 
film as a tool. Through instruction in 
the Motion Picture Service Office in 
Washington and by conferences, semi- 
nars and through field experience he 
learns the need for relating the film 
to the audience. Very few educational 
films today can be used alone without 
explanation or discussion. This is even 
more true of films about foreign coun 
tries, Since the purpose of the informa 
tion program is to help mutual under

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With the success of the idea assured 
by the initial reaction in the Bremen 
consular district, more packaged pro- 
grams were produced. The program 
“On the Way to European Unity” was 
used, for example, for a quarter of a 
school term in exactly the form in 
which it had been produced in all the 
higher schools in the county of Melle. 
\ program entitled “The ILO — World 
Parliament of Labor” was first given 
in Bremen, with speech, films and 
slides, on the 35th anniversary of the 
founding of the International Labor 
Organization, by one of the German 
ILO officials from Bonn. Another kit, 
‘Technical Progress Pays Off” is be- 
ing used in some of the biggest fac- 
tories in northwestern Germany under 
the joint sponsorship of the manage- 
ment and the workers’ council. In this 
last packaged program, in addition to 
the films, slides and lecture, a flannel 
board demonstration is included. In 
an Americana type film utilization kit, 
called “New York \ City of Eight 
Million Inhabitants,” records are in- 
cluded in with the audio-visual ma- 
terial. Including traditional New York 
airs and snatches from Broadway 
musicals, the melodies help create an 
atmosphere of greater warmth and 
depth than the other materials alone 
could achieve. This same type of pack 
aged programming is being done at 
the film headquarters division in Bonn 
where such programs as “The Free 
Press,” ““The United Nations — What 
\re They,” “The United Nations 
What They Do,” and “Atomic Energy 


for Peace” have been produced. 


Tools, Not Ends 


Having provided enough examples 
of how films should be used, it is 
hoped that the program chairmen of 
the hundreds of organizations, clubs 
and schools being serviced by the film 
committees will see that there is more 
to the use of films than just flashing 
them on the screen. Then their own 
programming will improve. At the 
same time, with the acceptance of 
the film utilization kit idea by the film 
committees, the information officers 
have a means of presenting in a com 
pact, organized form the latest U. S. 
thinking on any given phase of for- 
eign policy. Since the German film 
users are completely free agents, they 
can pick just what they want, what is 
of interest to them. But at least they 
have all the facts and tools at their 
fingertips.

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HREE YEARS AGO after the first month of school, 

I became somewhat discouraged with the lack of interest 

and proficiency in spelling of my 5th-grade class, which 
numbered 38 pupils. I had heard of the amazing improve 
ments made in reading as a result of the use of the tachisto 
scope. Feeling that surely a trial would be worth while, 
I procured a Keystone Manual from my principal and 
went to work. 

The first step in this experiment was getting the children 
acquainted with the procedure used in presenting a lesson 
with the machine using outline pictures of animals, geo 
metric figures, single words, and numbers. (Detailed instruc 
tions are to be found in the manual.) 

The second step was the use of the 20 spelling words for 
the week. According to the manual, slides could be made 
by the teacher, so | prepared a slide with the words in 
cursive writing on an etched glass slide (Pencil seemed 
to work better than ink.) The children were instructed to 
copy the spelling words on a sheet of paper with 5 half-inch 
columns LO the right of them, one for each day of the week

On Monday, each word was shown on the screen, and 
all problems of unusual letter sequence or penmanship 
involved were pointed out. Then each word was flashed 
at one-fifth of a second but in a different order than had 
been used for the observation work just preceding. 1 
selected words at random from the list, but announced 
the number chronologically: “No. 1, ready, now.” (Any 
word is flashed, but the teacher must keep a record of the 
order the words are announced.) “No. 2, ready, now.” 
(Again, any other word in the lesson is flashed.) When all 
the words had been shown, one child was asked to read 
aloud his list of numbers down the column so all pupils 
could check their lists. On Tuesday, the words were flashed 
on the screen at a slightly faster speed, in still different 
order, and the lists checked.

Result? Better programming, better use of educational television 


a OW can the classroom teacher 
make her needs known?” This 
question comes up constantly 

in all schools. Such a problem came 

up regarding educational television in 
the St. Louis Caunty Schools and the 
teachers took action. This action was 
taken through their teacher's organiza- 
tion, the St. Louis Suburban Teachers 

Association. 

Teachers and administrators were not 
satished with the way educational 
television was meeting classroom needs. 
A Television Committee was appointed 
to survey and evaluate educational tele- 
vision.

Task number one became finding 
out if teachers were using television in 
the classroom. A series of three sur- 
veys gave the committee the informa- 
tion it needed to draw up a plan of 
action. It was found that although 
75% of the schools had television sets, 
television enjoyed a very small audience 
and that audience did not seem to en- 
joy educational television. It was also 
learned that a huge gap in communica- 
tion between the school and _ the 
teacher existed because of lack of a 
well-directed program within the 
Briefly, it was apparent that: 
(1) the station would have to produce 


school. 


better programs; (2) schools would 
have to become better equipped to 
utilize the available programs. Teach 
ers and building coordinators were 
asking for assistance to help them do 


a better job. 


\s problem number one was rapidly 
being taken care of by the station 
problem number two became the im 
mediate concern of the Television 
Committee. Recommendations came 
from the TV Committee for an all-day 
workshop for audio-visual coordinators 
to work out means for meeting televi 
sion problems. The superintendents of 
the school districts in St. Louis County 
approved this plan and the workshop 
was held. The purpose was to acquaint 
and train the building coordinators 
with and for the tasks and responsi- 
bilities in supervising a television pro 
gram in the school. 

The next question was how to help 
teachers utilize television in the class- 
room. To reach the 4,000 County 
teachers it was felt television itself 


would provide the best medium. A 
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series of three 15-minute programs 
were planned to meet the most urgent 
needs of the teachers as stated in their 
survey returns. The first program 
dealt with “Selection,” the second 
with “Utilization,” and the third with 
“Evaluation.” 


It was decided that the programs 
would be offered on three successive 
Mondays from 3:45 P.M.-4:00) P.M. 
Teachers and administrators cooperated 
in the viewing of programs. Many 
schools viewed the programs as part of 
their regular Monday after-school fac 
ulty meetings. Others just remained 
at school to view the programs while

example used was ““The Storyteller.” 
The well-known storyteller, Bill Mar 
tin, Jr., was made available to all 
fifth-grade classrooms.

At last we were 
able to talk to the teacher about an 
offering only the medium of television 
could make.

needed. The scene shifts to show the 
children as they compare the picture 
of a power loom with a small hand 
loom which they will use later for 
weaving. 

The narration emphasizes that read 
ing is one of the most important 
phases of a social studies unit. As the 
scene changes again the cotton com 
mittee is shown at work with each 
child looking for specific information 
from many different sources. Late 
when the group is ready to cut cotton 
squares for their quilt, they discover 
the need for arithmetic. At this point 
the narrator says such needs as this 
provide opportunities for arithmetic 
experiences. When the group asks the 
teacher for help in figuring out the 
number of squares they can get from 
a yard, she explains the rule for divid 
ing a whole number by a fraction. 
\n assignment is made from the arith 
metic text immediately so that the 
children can get additional practice. 

When the children discover that 
they will need to use maps, globes, 
charts, and other audio-visual! mate 
rials to make their reports more inte1 
esting, the teacher shows the bovs and 
girls how to use a projector to enlarge 
the maps which they wish to copy. The 
narrator states that in a social studies 
unit, the teacher should encourage the 
materials. One 


study of unfamiliar 


committee prepares fabric samples 
which they have brought from home; 
a second group feeds and cares for the 
silk worms which they have secured, 
and another group shows rayon fibers 
under a microscope. The narrator con 
tinues to stress the importance of the 
teacher's position in the planning of a 
unit. He says that she should plan the 
basic subject matter material, but she 
should allow the committees to plan 


their activities and reports. 


As the unit nears a conclusion, it is 
agreed that the principal and_ the 
children’s parents should be invited to 
share the culminating activity — an ex 
hibition on “Textiles in the United 
States.” Creative expression 1s pro 
vided for the children when an orig 
inal poem is composed by the group 
to be used as their invitations. The

Social Studies Teaching Techniques 
shows a well-planned social studies 
unit in its entirety.

Miss Keller 
is shown as she haltingly speaks the 
following words: “It is not blindness 
or deafness that brings me my darkest 
hours. It is the acute disappointment 
of not being able to speak normally. 
Longingly I feel how much more good 
I could have done if I had acquired 
normal speech. But out of this dark 
experience I understand more fully all 
human strivings, thwarted ambitions, 
and the infinite capacity of hope.” 
Using photographs, printed pictures, 
and live photography, the film docu 
ments the life of Miss Keller from 
birth to the present. It shows how 
Miss Keller, although born a normal 
child, becomes afflicted with blindness, 
deafness, and muteness at the age of 
19 months. Until her seventh year, she 
lives in silence and darkness, unaware 
of the world around her. Then she 
learns how to write and in three

months, she writes her first letter, She 
becomes an accomplished writer at 
ten; she learns to read with her hands 
in five languages; and she is graduated 
cum laude from college. She eventually 
learns how to speak and in spite of 
her acute speech handicap, she be 
comes a lecturer not only in America 
but also in many parts of the world. 
She plays in a number of Hollywood 
movies about herself. The film shows 
her as she types in Braille and in 
ordinary type; as she dances like any 
other girl; and during her first ride 
on a plane. Her teacher for fifty years, 
Anne Sullivan, demonstrates how 
Helen Keller learned to speak. 

\ number of Miss Keller’s tours in 
other countries are shown—in Aus 
tralia, in Israel, and in Japan. She is 
shown as she visits other handicapped, 
giving hundreds of them hope and 
inspiration in life. She is also shown 
receiving countless honors 


The film traces the astonishing career of Miss Keller from 
birth until the present 76th year of her life. She communicates 
with others through the use of her fingers. 


She enjoys life — and works to help others enjoy life. She has 
toured and lectured the world over, giving hundreds of persons 
— handicapped and otherwise — new hope and inspiration.

Appraisal 

Helen Keller in Her Story is a most 
impressive and heart-moving film. The 
portrayal of Miss Keller's life and ex 
periences should give encouragement 
and hope to the handicapped and 
should inspire the more fortunate to 
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greater and more constructive concern 
for the good of others. The newsreel 
shots of Miss Keller’s experiences in 
other countries, as well as portions of 
movies in which she_ played, were 
skillfully edited into the film.

Hi-Fi and School 


The 1956 New York High Fidelity 
Show was better organized than any 
previous similar show and demonstra 
tion we have ever attended becaus« 
the wandering viewer had an oppor 
tunity to hear many different types of 
audio equipment under conditions of 
comparative ear comfort. We went to 
determine how valuable these demon 
strations of equipment are for school 
personnel, in terms of our profession, 
and whether there was adequate school 
participation in these shows. 

Our first reaction was that there is 
little at these exhibitions to interest 
school personnel. 

We want to know why. Better sound 
certainly 


reproduction becomes _ the 


classroom because we are training 


young people to hear. We are striving 
to give young people an appreciation 
of quality, and yet in all too many 
classrooms audio quality is considered 
unimportant. 

There may be a tendency to dismiss 
“hi-fi” as applicable only to the “crack 
pot fringe” and not really important 
to schools. But before we do that 
and we must admit that there are 
many “hi-fi addicts who carry thei 
interest to great distances to achieve 
alleged perfection of sound reproduc 
tion — we must study a reasonable defi 
nition of high-fidelity and see whether 
it is applicable to schools.

WE Tuink Harry Kreider asks an im 
portant question in the September 
1956 issue of Pulpit Digest: “Are the 
university educators aware of the re 
ligious audio-visual movement, or are 
they just ignoring it?’

He asks, too, why uni 
versity educators seem to be unaware 
of the excellent quality and high util- 
ity of AV resources produced for the 
church field. His questions need to be 
answered, we believe, because the uni- 
versities imply that they can train AV 
leaders for the church field. We would 
like to observe right here, with some 
danger of being both understood and 
misunderstood, that certain university 
centers seem to emphasize AV instruc 
tion more than the use of audio-visual 
aids in education. And yet, in view of 
Miss Haycock’s study (see Research 
Report following), we doubt if the 
university AV people can consider 
that the church has gone too educa 
tional for them.

THE UNITED PRESBYTERIAN AV STORY 


By The Rey. Orville L. Kuhn* 


By the year 1925 the United Presby 
terian Church (UPC) of North Amer 
ica, with national headquarters in 
Pittsburgh, had produced and shown 
to many of its congregations a 35mm 
silent motion picture on its missionary 
work in Egypt This comes close to 
being the first such film. From that 
beginning to this day, the UPC has 
been audio-visual minded, its mission 
aries and other leaders making wide 
use of all the visual media 

In the winter of 1946-47 national 
staff executives of our denomination 
became concerned about the amount 
of time board secretaries gave to au 
dio-visual correspondence and distri 
bution, concluding that the only so 
lution was to have a denominational 
AV office located in Pittsburgh. The 
office would be lodged in the Board of 
Christian Education but it would serve 
all the boards and agencies of the 
church. I was invited to be the first 
director of the newly formed AV De- 
partment. In addition to serving my 
whole denomination, my office gives 
service to all the religious groups in 
the Pittsburgh area that call upon us.

Much attention 
needed to be given to the how-to-use 
phase of the AV development, a phase 
engaging my attention since graduate 
student days. To meet this and other 
needs, the 51 presbyteries of my d« 
nomination wert urged to appoint a 
secretary of audio-visual work, and to 
date 32 have done so. In the others, 
the chairman of the Christian educa 
tion committee assumes this AV re 
sponsibility. 

These AV secretaries are responsible 
for promoting the proper use of audio 
visual aids in the local churches of 
their areas; for channeling denomi 
national AV programs to the _ local 
churches; for guiding the selection of 
AV materials; for an annual one-day 
AV training institute; for acting as the 
librarian of the materials and equip 
ment in the presbytery; and for urg 
ing each congregation in his area to 
appoint an AV coordinator or commit 
tee. While this program is entirely 
voluntary and therefore difficult of 
measurement, it has been the backbone 
of our progress and our growing AV 
concern. 

My office participates in the Reli 
gious Film Libraries national set-up, 
sells equipment to our churches, rents 
and sells filmstrips. Through this office 
my denomination cooperates in the 
planning and production of 16mm re- 
ligious motion pictures and sound 
filmstrips. 

On our own we have produced such
